after leaving Chignik, according to Major Martin’s message.

the ship was wrecked, neither of the aviators was hurt, he 
Port Moller is 199 miles west of Chignig. 
The aviators owed their existence, the radiogram said, to “concen- 


trated food and nerve.”’ 


Exhausted, the flight commander and his me- 


chanic finally reached a trapper’s cabin at the southernmost point of 
Port Moller bay, on the morning of May 7. There they found food and 
regained sufficient strength to walk the beach three days before they 


were rescued.

jant men,” and added that “we have 
not given up hope that the efforts be- 
ing made by a searching party, by 
boats and by airplanes will be suc- 
cassful.” 

Establishment of Major Martin’s 
safety was received with great enthu- 
siasm in army circles, where what had 
develored into a 24-hour-a-day plan- 
ning division had been engaged with 
the work of directing the search for 
him, 

Missing 11 Days. 

All through the 11 days the air- 
plane Seattle had been missing, the 
belief had been held staunchly that 
Major Martin would be able to save 
himself and his aide. The resource- 
fulness of Major Martin had been one 
of the qualifications upon which he 
was picked to lead the flight around 
the world. He is 42 years old, an 
experienced aviator, a former artil- 
leryman, and has many times been 
through the rigors incident to a ca- 
reer in the army. Sergeant Harvey 
is the youngest members of the expe- 
dition, being only 22 years old. He 
enlisted at Cleburne, Texas, wlien 17. 
Air service officers expressed the 
greatest confidence that the two were 
well able to take care of themselves 
under almost any conditions. 

Major Martin was born in Indiana 
and graduated from Purdue university 
as a mechanical engineer. In 1908 
he entered the army as a second lieu- 
tenant, coast artillery corps. He re- 
ceived two promotions in grade dur- 
ing his stay in the artillery branch, 
in 1920 transferred to the air serv- 
ice with the rank of major, lost his 
spurs and Won his “wings.” 

Trained in Florida. 
_During the World war Major Mar- 
tin served in the United States and 
in France, having charge in both coun- 
tries of important work of supply, ma- 
terial and personnel. He receivéd his 
flying training at Bolling Field, D. C., 
and at the Carlestrom Field, Arcadia, 
Fla., and later completed a course in 
advanced flying as a bombardment 
pilot, at Kelly Field, San Antonio, 
Texas, he was officially rated as an 
“airplane pilot” on August 4, 1921. 
At the time of his selection for the 
flight around the world, he was serv- 
ing as commanding officer of the air 
service technical school at Chanute 
Field, Rantoul, Illinois. 

Sergeant Harvey has spent five 
years in the air service. He is a 
graduate of air mechanics’ school, 
Kelly Field, Texas, and the United 
States army air service’ technical 
school, Chaute Field, Illinois,

Georgia Is Not Down and Out

I wish to.say some things which I 
think ought to be said, just this time, 
about Georgia and her agricultural 
and economic status. Since our state 
lost the position she held as one of 
the “Big Four,” in total crop values, 
1918, comparisons have been’made be- 
tween her and certain sister states to 
her disadvantage, not to say detri- 
ment. It seems to have been forgot- 
ten that in 1919 the bell weevil begun 
its destructive work in our state; we 
have been producing less cotton than 
usual solely because of the weevil. 
While vigorously combating the 
weevil, in an effurt to grow as much 
of the “fleecy staple” as possible, we 
have been successfully growing other 
veluable crops—valuable edibly and 
financially. 

The fact is, that in 1923 there 
was on Georgia farms more to eat 
and more to sell than in any year in 
the 20 years last past. The farmers 
and their families ‘enjoyed the nice 
trings they had to eat, and they sold 
at good prices the large surplus 
which they marketed. 

Except as to cotton, the four boll 
weevil years, 1919-1922, were not lean 
years. This is true, albeit there were 
those who boldiy asserted that farm- 
ing in Georgia had gone to “the bow- 
Wows, , 

Despite the Boll Weevil. 

I have before me two tables which 
carry crop production figures, etc., 
for the four years 1915-1918, and 
the four years, 1919-1922. I sought 
the facts and assembled them with 
a view to comparison so that we could 
see Just what Georgia accomplished in 
spite of the boll weevil. 

During the boll weevil years we 
produced 24,404,500 bushel of oats; 
2,417,000 bushels of wheat: 147,750 
tons of choice hay; 366,750 bushels 
of Jrish potatoes, and 2,796,500 bush- 
els of sweet potatoes more than dur- 
ing the weevil free years, 1915-1918. 
During the four boll weevil years 
we produced 5,964,600 bushels of corn 
less than during the four preceding 
years, and we had 32,997 pigs—not 
six months old—fewer than during 
the four preceding years. Understand: 
These figures represent the annual 
average production of the two groups 
of years. 


spectfully suggested that, in both in- 
stances, the number acres Was 
greater than covld be properly culti- 
vated; besides, the record shows that 
we applied high-grade fertilizer per 
acre uneconomically, that is to say, 
sparingly. In a large number of 
cases the best seed corn was not 
planted. These are pertinent facts, 
worthy of consideration. a 
Georgia farmers did wondrously 
well during the trying years, 1919- 
1922, and 1923 also. In their pres- 
ence, I stand hat in hand; so should 
you! 
' Other Property Progress. _ 
I must give you additional in- 
spiring facts illustrative of what we— 
ali of us—did in the way of property 
progress during the four boll weevil 
years compared with the four pre- 
ceding years. The annual average 
amount placed on the tax digest, 
1919-1922, wag $1,073,569,902; the 
annual average smount placed on the 
tax digest, 1915-1918, was $S838,717,- 
160—a difference in favor of the 
group of years first mentioned of 


$234,852,742 ! 


Viewing the foregoing paragraph 
with a critic’s eye, you say: “But, 
the cities and towns of the state con- 
tribute most largely to make property 
values on the tax digest.” Not so. I 
have louked into that question very 
carefully. 1918 is a fair year to 
stand for the group 1915-1918; 1922 
is a fair representative of the boll 
weevil group. Of the property on 
the digest in 1915, 42.2 per cent was 
representative of city real estate, etc. 
Of the property on the digest in 1922, 
46 per cent city property. In the 
face of the fact that the boll weevil 
occasioned an arnual average loss of 
$73,738,125 during 1919-1922, the an- 
nual average amount we placed on 
the tax digest during those years 
was $1,073,569,902 compared with an 
ennual average amount, 1915-1918, of 
$838,717,160—a_ difference to the 
credit of 1919-1922 of $234,852,742. 

To the mind of the writer there is 
nothing dolorous in the foregoing 
statement of incontrovertible facts. 
How does the statement impress you? 
Keep constantly in mind the com- 
manding fact that the farmers of 
Georgia have had, will continue to

Suicides in France. 

M. Herriot, mayor of the great city 
of Lyons, who has been the special 
envoy of the French government to 


Russia, has been elected to the French 
arliament by an overwhelming vote. 
o doubt the vote of the industrial 
workers in the city’s great silk spin- 
ning industries was largely respon- 
sible for his election. With M. Her- 
riot a rather numerous group of radi- 
cal socialists have entered the cnam- 
ber. They will make it their first 
duty to demand a recognition of the 
Soviet government. But they will 
face a strong opposition to this meas- 
ure. France has no reason to love 
the new regime in Russia. Especial- 
ly the middle classes and the farmers 
were bard hit by the repudiation of 
the Czarist debt.

smokehouse, exposed to the smoke of a 
wood fire, and of meat where the 
cured meat is painted with pyrolig- 
neous acid? 

Pyroligneous acid is a product of 
the destructive distillation of wood. 
‘The differitices between meat dipped 
in it and genuine smoked meat have 
never been actually determined, but 
it is probable that the principal dif- 
ference consists in the presence of a 
higher percentage of water in the 
former. There may possibly be a 
sinall amount of methyl alcohol pres- 
ent in meat dipped in pyroligneous 
acid. The use of pyroligneous acid is 
rrohibited in establishments operat- 
ing under federal meat inspection, not 
because it contains substances, nota- 
bly methyl alcohol, which are not per- 
mitted to be added to meats under 
the meat-inspection regulations, and 
also because its use is considered de- 
eeptive in that it tends to give an ap- 
pearance and flavor simulating that 
of smoked meats to meals which have 
not been amoked.

Certain American 
the death of Hugo Stinnes carried 
an extensive “story” on the dead

Stinnes was a 
member of the Evangelical Lutheran 
church and his vaife was a member of 
an old French Huguenot family, who 
had come to settle in Westphalia 
after the revocation of the edict of 
Nantes in 1580.

GUESS-WORK ELIMINATED. 

The bill of Senator Harris, of 
Georgia, putting a stop to the ‘“‘in- 
tentions-to-plant” agricultural fore- 
casts, has been signed by the pres- 
ident. This, in itself, may not seem 
of any great importance, but it is, 
in its last analysis, a most important 
measure in the interest of the cot- 
ton farmers of the south. 

Heretofore “prospective acreage” 
cotton reports have been made by 
the agricultural department early 
each spring, and without exception 
they have ridiculously overstepped 
the subsequent cotton acreage. In 
the meantime, however, the real 
economic damage had been done, 
for following such reports great 
bear pressures were made upon the 


ways thousands of 


thousands of acres that are even 
planted to cotton are subsequently 
abandoned. And the ‘“‘intentions-to- 
plant” are always greatly in excess 
of the ability to plant, or the actual 
acreage planted when the intentions 
turn into stern realities.

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Editor Constitution: I am glad 
to see that in your editorial of 
May 2 entitled “Homesecekers’ Rates,” 
you have taken exactly the same po- 
sition which I have hitherto present- 
ed to the railroad people of the south. 
A homeseekers’ rate, which is confin- 
ed to parties of five, is practically 
valueless, and wholly so except for 
colonization enterprises.

The owners of these farms 
cannot get any benefit whatever from 
these homeseekers’ rates because par- 
ties of five cannot be made up to come 
south and study such opportunities. 
Where large land areas are held, as 
by some colonization companies in 
Florida, it is quite possible to gather 
together five or more people and take 
them down under the leadership of « 
special agent; but in no other way 
ean this feature be utilized to advan- 


tage. 
The Railroads’ Duty. 

_ Mr. Ware's advocacy of the tickets 
limited to parties of five should not 
influence the railroads. His colon- 
ization work, however important it 
may be, and I believe it is very im- 
portant to Florida, should not domi- 
nate the view of the railroad peoole 
as to the necessity of individual home- 
seekers’ rates. Mr. Ware is evident- 
ly considering the matter from the 
viewpoint of great colonization enter- 
prises; but outside of Florida there 
is very little possibility for large 
colonization undertakings in any part 
of the central south. 

It is the duty, therefore, of the rail- 
roads to meet the needs of the centr.l 
south by giving an individual home- 
seekers’ rate which will enable thou- 
sands of farmers from all over the 
Inited States to come south andl 
study out the opportunities of this 
section without having to try to drum 
up other friends to come with them. 
A man could better afford to pay full 
fare and go to the Carolinas or Geor- 
gia or Florida or Alabama or Missis- 
sippi on an individual ticket in order 
to make his own investigation, than . 
he could afford to be tied up and 
hampered by the necessity of getting 
together four other men, and all of 
them being held close together during 
the entire trip.

HENRY A. RUCKER DIES 
AT RESIDENCE SUNDAY 


Henry A. Rucker, colored, of 152 
Piedmont avenue, for thirteen years 
collector of internal revenue for Geor- 
gia under three republican adminis- 
trations, died at his residence Sun- 
day afternoon, 

Born at Washington, Ga., on No- 
vember 7, 1852, he had been a leader 
of his race and for more than forty 
years was a prominent factor in 
Georgia republican politics. In 1897 
he was appointed collector of internal 
revenue, with offices in Atlanta, by 
President McKinley, and served ynder 
the administrations of McKinley, 
Roosevelt and Taft, retiring to pri- 
vate life in 1910. 

He always took an active part in 
bringing about friendly and cordial 
relations between the races in At- 
lanta and throughout the state, and 
aided in every way in his power in the 
advancement and development of At- 
lanta, 

In 1889 he was married to Annie 
Long, the daughter of the first col- 
ored congressman of Georgia. He leaves 
his widow and eight children, all of 
whom reside in Atlanta exceyt Henry, 
gre his oldest son, of New York city, 

nd his oldest daughter. 

Born in slavery times he was owned 
at the time the civil war started by 
Dr. William King, of Athens, the 
father-in-law of the late Henry W. 


and became a federal office-holder 
always showed the greatest deference 
and consideration to Dr, King and all 
members of his family. At all times 
he held the confidence and friendship 
of the best people of Atlanta.

Rey. Richard D. Stinson, principal 
of the Atlanta Normal and Industrial 
Institute, speaking to faculty and stu- 
dents Sunday said* 

“I wish I could impress upon each 
of you the very great opportunity our 
people have to prepare themselves and 
to live a life of usefulness. Instead 
of trying to rush in where they are 
neither prepared to be, and are not 
wanted they could abide their time 
and learn how to do some one thing 
well and would ultimately be asked to 
come forward. 

“We have made remarkable head- 
way in the last fifty years, and we 
have accomplished so much because 
of our good behavior, and because our 
manners and value pleased both good 
people and God. The Christian re- 
ligion was uppermost in our minds 
and we have done what was right 
because we believed it to be right and 
in the long-run the right wins, 

“Whatever our race has accom- 
plished for good by the aid of those 
about us has been largely because 
of our reverence, respect and love for 
God and mankind. I do not speak as 
a theorist, but out of experience 
gained among our folks in the 
south. 

“It is very neeessary from any 
point of vitw if we are to be happy 
and to do good and paying work, that 
we realize the necessity. of being at 
peace with those among whom we live. 
Whatever may be said, the negro 
race would be of all people most mis- 
erable if we did not have our honest 


white neighbors in almost every nook | 


and corner of the country. I do not 
mean to say that we are receiving 
in many places arfd in many ways 
that which may be due us, but I do 
believe if we will abide our time and 
make the most of righteousness aaé 
honesty all of that which is essen- 
tially good for our righteous better- 
ment will come to us. 

“Phere are good men and good 
women in the world who would not be 
a party to our degradation nor would 
they prevent our seeking and receiv- 
ing anything that would elevate and 
make us better.

negro youth, that they stumble not. 
We must not trust our feelings or 
what seems to be.
